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OUR DEAD PRESIDENT. 


Tbhe Life and Public Services of 
James A. Garfield. 


- — 
——— 


From the Humble Canal-Boat to the 
White House. 


President Garfield’s Life. 

President Garfield was born near Mentor, 
Ohio,’ on the 19th of November, 1831. His 
family was an old New England one which 
had gradually traveled westward across New 
York to the forest of Orange. 
died while the future President was in his in- 
fancy. and a life of toil and poverty opened 
before him. He met it, however, squarely, 
and began his fight with fortune from the 


first. There were three other 
children besides himself, and _  dur- 
ing his extreme youth the _ family 


bad a hardtime of it. When the President 


was 16 years old he went to work on the Erie | 
| later. 


The work was very hard, and aftera 
few months of it he broke down and was 
cariied home prostrated by fever. When he 
recovered he went to Geauga Seminary, then 
to Hiram and then to Williams College, sup- 
porting himself in the meantime by teaching 
the different distriet schools. He was gradu- 
ated in 1856, and two years later, in 1858, he 
married Miss Lucretia Rudoipb, the fair 
“Crete”,*who has been the main stay of the 
President’s life ever since. 

In 1856, too, Gartield first went iato politics. 
The Kansas-Nebraska excitement was run- 
ning hizh then, and he east his fortunes with 
the anti-slavery business: He was only 28 
vears old when he was nominated by his party 
for State Senator from Portage and Summit 
counties. He was quite prominent before the 
war, and when President Lincoln called for 
75,000 troops he moved that 20,000 men and 
$5,000,000 be voted as the quota of Ohio. 
He at once joined the army 
and was given a commandin Kentucky. He 
was then appointed Wrigadier-General of 
volunteers and ordered tojoin the Army of the 
Cumberland, where he fought through the 
battle of Shiloh. His last fight was at Chicka- 
mauga, shortly after which he was commis- 
sioned a Major-General for gallant and meri- 
torious services. 

[In the meantime he had been elected to 
Congress from the Nineteenth District of 
Ohio, which for many years had _ been 
represented by Joshua Rh. Giddings. Donbt- 
ful whether to remain in the army or to take 
his seat, he went to President Lincoln for ad- 
vice. Lincoln is reported to have said to 
him: “The Republican majority in Congress 
is very small, and it is often doubtful wheth- 
er we can carry the necessary war measures; 
and, besides, we are greatly lacking in men of 
military experience in the House to regulate 
legislation aboutthe army. Itis your duty, 
therefore. to enter Congress.’’ 

On December 5, 1863, Gen. Garfield took his 
seat, the voungest member of Congress. Be- 
cause of his military experience, he was con- 
sulted by other Congressmen ona military 
affairs, and it was inthe discussion of such 
measures that he became prominent. It was 
inthis period of his life that Mr. Garfield 
won his first case asa lawyer, which was 
pleaded before no less a tribunal than the 
Supreme Court of the United States. He had 
been admitted to the bar in 1860, when he was 
President of Hiram College. He was about 
toresign that position and begin to practive 
as a lawyer, when the breaking out 
of the war called him to his short career of 
arms. Tbat career ended, be next appeared 
in public life as a memberof the Thirty- 
eighth Congress. Ile was re-elected to the 
next Congress, and was placed on the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means, to qualify himself 
for which he studied exhaustively on finan- 
cial subjects. When again re-elected in 1866, 
he had become, in his own party, an author- 
ity on all matters appertaining to finance. 

In 1867, his health breaking down, he weni 
abroad for relaxation, spending four months 
in Great Britain and on the Continent. 

The inflation issue had come to the front 
when he again ran for Congress, and he was 
again re-elected as a hard money advocate. 
During the successive Congressional terms he 
served as chairman of.the Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs, chairman of the Committee on 
Banking and Currency, and chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations, occupying the 
latter position from 1871 to 1875. The arrival 
of the Democrats to power then translated 
him to the Committee on Ways and Means. 
It was when he was a member of this com- 
mittee, during the autumn of _ 1872 
and succeeding winter, that he became 
mixed up iw the twin scandals of the 
‘salary grab’? and Credit Mobilier. The

the next Congressional election in his ever in- 
creasing majority being cut down to twice as 
many hundreds as it had been thousands. In 
successive elections, however, he won back by 
degrees the confidence of the Western Re- 
serve, and by 1878 he was re-elected by his 
old-time majority. 

After the Presidential election of 1875, Mr. 
Garfield Was prominent as one of the ‘‘vis- 
iting statesmen” to Louisiana, in which capac- 
ity he concerned himself particularly with 
the parish of West Feliciana. | 

When the bill constituting the Electoral 
Commission came before Congress, he oppos- 


the Vice-President to count the vote, 
the proposed counting by Congress was an 
act of usurpation,and voted againstit. When, 
however, the bill constituting the commission 
became a member of it, 


which resultedinthe decluration of 
Mr. Hayes as President. 

His reward apparently was his election as 
United States Senator from Ohio three years 
The following June he was nominated 
by the Republican convention at Chicago for 
the Presidency. His election followed in No- 
vember. His inauguration at Washington on 
Friday, March 4, when in his joy at his su- 
preme elevation he caught his old mother 
in his arms and kissed herin the presence of 
the assembled thousands, is stiil fresh in the 
rcinembrance of everv one. The fact that 
the inauguration fell on Friday at the time 
was regarded by the superstitious as inauspi- 
cious, and the event of July 2 will strengthen 
the ill omen surrounding the day. 

This sketch of the leading incidents in Pres- 
ident Garfield’s life should not be ended 
without a reference to the story told of some- 
thing he did in New York on the day after 
President Lincoln’s assassination. The inci- 
dent has been referred to frequently since 
the shooting, and was as follows: 

A crowd Was surging around the Stock Ex- 
change building in Wall street, and there were 
sudden outcries against a journal in New 
York. A minute later an_e excited 
mass would have been hurrying 
in the direction of the newspaper building. 
Atthat moment Gen. Garfield stepped out 
of the Exchange building waving a paper in 
his hand. Ina clear, resonant voice he stay- 
ed the mob with words that passed at once 
into history, words that may be taken to-day 
as his own epitaph: ‘Fellow citizens: Clouds 
and darkness are around about him! 
His pavilion is dark waters and 
thick clouds! Justice and judgment are the 
babitation of His throne. Fellow-citizens, 


God reigns and the Government at Washing- 
ton still lives !’’ :

The Baptist Church is résponsible for 
Chester A. Arthur. His father was one of 
those sterling old men who have made the 
missionaries and civilizers.

idea, and 
baptism had even a higher 
earthly antiquity than Christianity. The 
Baptists are in general Calvinistic Congrega- 
tionalists, with the g eat central idea of 
baprism as the leading bond of faith and an 
indispensable rite. Like all Calvinists, the 
Baptists were eariy advocates of colleges ‘and 
of education. If you can imagine a Scotch- 
Irish Presbyterian, with all his other quali- 
ties intensified by the ardor of his views on 
baptism, you can behold Gen. Arthur’s 
fatber. He was born and educated about 
Belfast, Ireland, and came to*Canada, and 
thence, seek ng newer fieldsand larger con- 
gregations, crossed the American line, and 
while settled a few miles east of St. Albans, 
Veymont,Gen. Arthur was born in the 
Township of Fairfield. 
THE DOUBT OF HIS BIRTH. 

Probably his father had to recross the line 
to preach, and even to reside,after the Gener- 
al’s birtb; and this has led to some notion 
that the Vice-President was born in Canada, 
an idea which J think is to be classed with 
that of Wilkes Booth being still alive and Mr. 
Stanton having cut his throat. It is not rea- 
sonable that a gentleman aware of his disabil- 
ities should take the oath as Vice-President. 
Yet it is sometimes hard for men of itinerant 
clerica) parentage, born fifty years ago, to be 
thoroughly accurate about their birthplace. 
Gen. Aithur’s father probably lived in twenty 
different towns, and preached in about that 
number of churches after the son was born. 
The general arift of bis residence was down 
the east side of Lake Champlain to the foot of 
the Jake and then in Southern Vermont, 
around the field of Bennington and over into 
New York State, aboutin the quarter of the 
Hoosac Tunnel, and so on to Troy, Albany 
and Schenectady. 

The old man was called to the city of New 
York afew years before the war, and had 
quite a good church here called the Calvary 
Baptist. He was not only a minister, but an 
author, something of the style of Disraeli’s 
father. While Ben Disraeli, the elder, wrote 
the ‘‘Curiosities of Literature,’’? Rev. Wil- 
liam Arthur wrote the “Origin of Modern 
Names.’’ 

THE FATHER, 

About 1875 the old man died, beholding 
his son Collector ofthe Portof New York 
and considerable of a manin the councils of 
the Radical Republican party. The benevol- 
ence, warmth of character and love of 
knowledge in William Arthur are often 
talked of by other clergymen and by some 
politicians here. It is probable that Gen. 
Arthur’s mother wasa New England wo- 
man. Her name indicates it, both in the 
prenom and the surname—Malvina Stone. 
William and Malvina Arthur had a good, big 
Yankee family, tive daugiaters and two sons. 
The second son went into the war, wasa 
good officer and is now Major and Paymas- 
ter in the reguiar service. He 
probably owes to. his’ brother his 
durable situation in the service. Not much 
is known aboutthe daughters. Chester A. 
Arthur has unquestionably been the center 
of the family for the past twenty years, and 
has given status to his father, as well as his 
father’s children. As weshall see further, 
this son carried the Baptist preacher’s stock 
into one of the oldest families of Virginia. 
Like most clergymen, William Arthur 
thought about the best he could do for his 
children was to educate them. Preachers 
seldom acquire money unless they marry it, 
and Chester Arthur was sent to Union Col- 
lege at Schenectady, New Vork. Verv little 
is said about this institution, Union College, 
nowadavs, though it still flourishes moder- 
ately andhas a strong list of alumni. It 
stands in the very middle of Schenectady. 

Schenectady, a few miles west of Troy and 
Albany, and south of Saratoga,is one of the 


' early Dutch settlements of New York, and 


after the Revolution Gen, Schuyler 
started the formation of a coileze there. It 
was chartered by the “Regents of the Univer- 
sity’? (of whom Whitelaw Reid is now one) 
near the close of Washington’s Administra- 
tion. It was a Calvinistic college, anu its 
first two presidents were John Blair Smith, 
of Hampden-Sidney, Virginia, and Jonathan 
Edwards, son of the a Finally 
that remarkable man, Eliphalet Nott, the son 
of poor parents in Connec:icut, was called to 
Union College when he was only thirty-one 
years old. 

Dr. Nott was a preacher at Cherry Valley, 
New York, and in the Presbyterian Church 
at Albany. When Alexander Hamilton was 
killed Dr. Nott delivered.a powerful euiogy 
upon him from the pulpit, and an attack on 
dueling. Assoon as Nott took charge of 
Union College he applieda business head to 
making itrich,and among his investments 


was the purchase of What is now a city op- 


posite Manhattan Island at Hunter’s Point. 
The New York Potter family, of whom 
Clarkson Potter is the most distinguished, is 
descended from Dr. Nott, and the original 
Potter was one of Nott’s Professors at Union. 

Under tbis eccentric yet luminous man

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Arthur received his education and graduat- 


ed in 1849. He immediately took up Dr. 
Nott’s old eallirg and went to teuching school 
in Vermont. With about $500 he started for 
New York City, where Erastus D. Culver, & 
Cengiessman who bad just lost hts seat, bry

study iaw. Arthur S0QD-Sorcludéd to go 
West and establi:h P*(yself in some satisfac- 
tory town, apd. picked a young man named 
‘So: diger *4 be his Jaw partner.

Thev lookcd at several towns in growing 
parts of the West, but thought their oppor- 
{upities would not be so good asif they came 
back to the city of New York. Arthur was 
good-looking, and he becaine acquainted 
with the widow and daughter of Lieut. 
Herrdon, of the American Nayy, Virginia 
peopiec. 

William Lewis Herndon had been drowned 
ig 1857, at the age of forty-four, on the ship 
(tptra! America, which he commanded. He 
wes borp in the town where Gen. Washing- 
ton’s mother died,and in the vicinity of which 
Washington was raised, Fredericksburg, and 
was tbe brother in-iaw of Lieut. Maury, the 
Virginia rebel] and scientiie man. Herndon 
explored the Amazon River, and hada high 
repufaticn, when the Central American sunk 
ceming trom Havana to New York, with 624 
passengers and nearly one buodred sallors 
and s2.0C0,000 in gc ld tre:sure. Herndon was 
ceol &s a May morning,and wien the few who 
survived saw the sbip go down he was stand- 
ing oh the wheel-bouse, some say, With acigar 
hetwecn bis teeth, issuing orders. For many 
veals, or until the rebeliion broke ouf, be Was 
the popular hero of the United States. The 
Herndon family 1s one of the best in Virginia. 
By Miss Herndon, Whom he niarried, General 
Artbur bas a seniully grown. His wife died 
oniv about one rear before he became Vice- 
President. Although aStalwart Republiean 
in simost every sense, Gen. Arthur, through 
his Wife, has the best Southern connections. 
fie ought io be a National President. 

A YOUNGER SEWARD. 
~It bas been said, with yvood reason, that 
Gen. Arthur compelled the concession, on 
the sircet railroad cars, for colored peopie to 
ride. “The Fourth Avenue Street Railroad, 
New Yerk, which belongs to the Hariem 
Steam Railroad Company, undertouok to put 
a black woman off. it was done witb vio- 
lence, and she appliedto Arthur,who brought 
suit, and gota verdict of $500 against the 
company. Thenext day after this verdict 
an order Was pested up inthe cars allowing 
ceiored people toride. Previously, through- 
out the immense length of New York island, 
only one railroad atiowed biack people to 
be passengers, and then only in particular 


Cals. 

William H. Seward, in 1839, was concerned 
in his first slave case, that which turned his 
attention tothe politics of anti-slavery. A 
requisition from Vitginia was made upon 
Gov. Leonard in that vear for three col- 
ored seamen who bad concealed a slave in 
their vessel aud brought the slave to New 
York. The slave had been surrendered; the 
ignoble bloodhounds now demanded his fel- 
low-negroes and friends. The Recorder of 
New York City would not honor the requisi- 
tion of the small Virginia Pharaoh. This 
chap then impudently calied on the Governor 
of New York to override the Recorder and 
Judge intheiaw. Seward made the grand 
argument that requisitions, under the Amer- 
ican Constitution, must be made for real 
climes against civilization, not erimes made 
arbitrary by a petty portion of mankind, such 
as rescuing a brother from slavery. No Vir- 
ginia could pursue the human race after de- 
claiing a portion of it in dereliction. A debt 
prisoner could not be pursued into New York 
from Pennsylvania. Why, then, should a 
slave-deliverer Le pusbed into New York 
from Virginia? All that Virginiadid by pur- 
suing the case with her sprigs of lawyer poli- 
ticlans Was to make Seward a great personage. 
He retiied awhile from oftfiee, only to become, 
after reuppearing, a phenomenon. 

Gen. Arthur’s connection with the Lem- 
mon case, in 1857, was very much like Sew- 
ard’s position eighteen years earlier. It in- 
volved the mght of masters to ship slaves 
from border States through the free port of 
New York. He was the associate of Wm. M. 
Evaits, opposing Charles O’Conor for the 
slave-shipper. But I will not dwell on this 
case. 

His semi-political connections as a lawyer 
had passed out of the public mind when 
Chester A. Arthur became involved in a dis- 
pute with the Administration of Hayes and 
Sherman. * Yet Arthur’s political record was 
by no means short orscanty. He was not ex- 
actly afounder of the Republican party in 
New York, but was oneofthe younger men 
who assisted to form it. 

In 1854,when the Nebraska policy of Pierce’s 

ministration became unpopular,the beaten 
Whigs in New York State, led by Seward, 
Weed and Greeley, called an Anti-Nebraska 
Convention at Saratoga, which adjourned to 
Auburn, Seward’s home, where, aftera de- 
bate, it was concluded to retainthe Whig ma- 
chine, but to be ready for a new party move- 
ment. The consequence was the election of 
Myron H. Clark tobe Governor and Henr 
J. Raymond Lieutenant-Governor. Clar 
succeeded Horatio Seymour’s first term in 
18). 

The next year, while the Whigs still strug- 
gled to keep their organization, (two conven- 
tions met at Syracuse, one made up of Anti- 
Nebraska Democrats, and presided over by 
Reuben E. Fenton, the other straight-out 
Republican, led by John A. King and Edwin 
D. Morgan. It washere that Arthur took 
position under Morgan, like himself a native 
of New England. The Morgan Republicans 
were beaten. Mr. King became Governor 
however, in 1857, and two years afterwar 
Morgan was elected. There have since been 
three Republican Governors of New York, 
Fenton, Dix and Cornell, and four Democratic

MORGAN’S BOY. 


Edwin D. Morgan, without having literarv 
or speaking abilities, was a level-headed 
man, ofarather phlegmatic temperament, 
perfectly sincere in bis views against slavery 
and in favor of the Union, if necessary by 
war. He was a dealer in groceries, produce, 
sugar, etc., and had made considerable 
money, but his most important enter- 

rise was in cons olidating the 
New #£York = Central Railroad, which 
gave bim a biastoward Albany. When elect- 
ed Governor he ealled in various young men 
to make ready for the threatened war between 
the sections. Arthur had been in the State 
militia,an important feature of New York 
State institutions. The militia hereis weli 
kept up, and is under rigid State supervision. 
Morgan successively made Arthur Engineer- 
in-Chief, Inspector-General, and _ finally 
Quartermaster-General. During the war 
New York raised an enormous army, such as 
would do credit toa very large nation. Ar- 
thur transacted the purchasing business of 
the State to an enormous amount of money 
without incurring any scandal, and came out 
of the office not much ahead. Itis said that 
he refused every present sent to him,whether 
of 4 oy clothing, saddles,horses or trifles. 
Yet he did makemoney atthe close, when 
large numbers of war claims were put in the 
hands of Arthur & Gardiner. This tirm also 
became celebrated for the speed with which 
it could draft and put through legislative bilis

It is said that Tom Murphy, afterward Col- 
lector ofthe Port, drew Arthur into politics 
by having the city government, in Tammany 
times, make Arthur counsei to the Tax Com- 
missioners. In turn Arthur assisted to make 
Murphy a State senator. After Grant reach- 
ed the Presidency he put Murphy into the 
place of Collector ofthe Port, whereupon 
there was loud opposition, followed by Mur- 
phy’s resignation, and, at Murphy’s request, 
Grantthen made Arthur Collector of the 
Port, much to the surprise of the people,who 
in general knew little about him. For the 
next ten years, however, the constant inves- 
tigations of the Custom-house and the huge 
business it did for thecountry made Arthur 
a marked man.

He was seen 
evely day conducting the campaign in this 
State, and to some extent throughout the 
country, Working methodically and with al- 
tered habits, and many men were induced to 
contribute in New York bythe sight: of this 
rather cheery-faced gentleman going to his 
office like another man to a bank, morning 
after morning. 

TWO MISTAKES. 

Arthur has made two mistakes since he be- 
came Vice-President. The first was to en- 
deavor to elect Crowley Senator against the 
Governor’s friend Platt, in which he was 
beaten. The next was the attempt to put 
Conkling back in the Senate after he resigned, 
where he was also beaten. These two fail- 
ures Ought to have an instructive influence 
upon the Vice-President. Itis current be- 
lief that they have affected his confidence to 
the extent that he will seek out some Conk- 
ling, or other man of power, to advise with if 
greater duties should devoive upon him. 

As Arthuris the first public man from 
New York City who has ever been President, 
or a Presidential] expectant, it would seem 
that he ought to strive to make his Adminis- 
tration worthy of a metropolitan-minded 
man.- The country parts have supplied near- 
ly all our Chief Magistrates, the Adams fam- 
ily, perhaps, excepted.

Personally, as a friend, 
I feel his loss very much. 
This is not the time to talk of President 
Arthur’s course or to discuss the political 
effect of the President’s death. It will be 
natural to suppose that Arthur will have his 
friends about bim and that there will be con- 
sultation and advice, but I say this without 
hesitation: there have been no conferences up 
to this time and no plans have been discussed. 
All statements to the contrary have been 

ure fabrications. Artbur is neither known 
nor understood as he should be inthe West. 
He is a man of extraordinary executive abil- 
ity, most thoroughly experienced in matters 
of appointments and patronage, and his firm- 
ness of character well qualifies him 
for the chair of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive. My own opinion is that 
he will make such a President as we have not 
bad since the Republican party came into 
power. Heissothoronghly experienced in 
— affairs and he knows how; to say ‘no.’ 

he Republicans have every confidence in 
his ability. This State, you will remember, 
was a unit upon his nomination for Vice-Pre- 


sident and seconded it. His 
capacity and his integrity are 
unquestioned in the East. He is a man of 


delicate sensibilities, as he has shown under 
the trying situationin which he has been 
placed for twelve weeks past. As to the 
Cabinet, the usual course will follow. The 
members will tender their resignations, but 
I think that severa] will be invited to remain.

Arthur is a man of 
conservative character. In his management 
of the New York Custom-house the percent- 
age of removals was only twoand a half per 
cent.

He 
will not be controlled by anybody and he does 
not need to consult anybody. He possesses 
all the ability’ to run his ad- 
ministration himself. I will express 
no opinion astothe influence of Grant or 
Conkling inthe new administration. As to 
office, Grant could haye bad any position that 
he wished under the Garfield administration 
if he had chosen to accept it, and you may 
judge by that of the probability under the 
Artbur administration of Grant figuring in 
it or not. The administration, 
is the administration and the 
clamor will be in favor of supporting 
and sustaining it. The Republican party 
support of the new administration will be 
stronger than onsen the Hayes administra- 
tion, and there will be no factions in the fu- 
ture. New York will settle its own differ- 
ences. This is a government of 
the Constitution and a government of law, 
and not of personal friendships and prefer- 
ences. The policy of opposing removals ex- 
cept for cause I have always advocated, and 
I think that will be the course of the new 
administration. The Garfield macbinery 
was scarcely in running order when the 
President was shot, to judge of its 
eficiency, but it is not probable that many 
changes will be introduced by the new ad- 
ministration.

Left with 
a large family on her hands and with but few 
of the world’s goods, comparatively, the be- 
reaved lady is deserving of the sympathy and 
respect of the entire Nation. Such a testi- 
monial as is proposed would now be appro- 
priate in every sense.

IT has been customary of late for medical 
men to express themselves with great free- 
dom touching the treatment of President 
GARFIELD’sS case by his staff of physicians 
and surgeens. All these opinions are worth 
nothing. The President was a dying man on 
the 2nd of July when he was given into the 
hands of his physicians. All that science, 
skill, care and solicitude could do was at 
his command. No human agency could have 
saved him. Science kept him alive fortwo 
months and a half, and that’s all that need be 
said.

Eventually Mr. WINDOM, 
of tne Treasury, will probably be the only 
member of the Cabinet who will hold his 
position. 


AGAIN there is wild talk about taking 
GUITEAU from the Washington jail and 
hanging him. This is simply outrageous. 
The eyes of the whole world are upon us and 

ethe citizens of the American Republic can 
not afford to make a display of outlawry at 
suchatime. In barbaric Russia, after the 
horrible killing of the late Czar, the will of 
the Empire was permitted to have sway, and 
notthe decree of an angry mol. Our laws 
are amply able to deal with GUITEAU and 
they must be permitted to take their course. 
The death of this creature will be no atone- 
ment forthe wrong done the country, and 
wecan not gain anvthing by staining the 
record of the sad affair with what would be 
at best but a cruel murder. 


AT this time it may not be out of place to 
refer to the factthat many people have felt 
«disposed of late to censure the PostT-D1s- 
PATCH On account ofits method of printing 
the news about the wounded President. We 
have been charged with ‘‘sensationalism”’ 
and with a desire to prematurely dispose of 
the sufferer. Wesimply endeavored in this 
instance,as we always do, totell the truth. 
In common with every good citizen we hoped 
and prayed for the restoration ofthe Presi- 
dent but we were not blinded by the bulle- 
tins of the physicians who felt it a part of 
their duty to keep up the spirit of the coun- 


try in the face of plain facts. We went be- 
hind the bulletins, anda reference to our dis- 
patches from Long Branch for the past fort- 
n'ght will show that we appreciated the situ- 
ation. Our predictions, we are sorry to say, 
have nearly all been verified.

THE PRESIDENT DEAD. 

The end at last! At 10:55 o’clock last night 
President GARFIELD breathed his last and to- 
day a Nation mourns forthe second time a 
Chief Magistrate cut down by the hand of au 
assassin. Inall the history of our country 
there has been nothing so sad, so pitiful and 
so distressing as the spectacle of this heroic 
man dying by inches, struggling for life and 
still bearing his misfortunes with the forti- 
tude ofamartyr. To have been killed ina 
time of public turmoil, atthe head of a bois- 
terous political faction,or while under charge 
of an attempt to subvert the liberties of the 
people, would have been within the natura] 
scope of things and wcu!d have ciicided with 
the fate of those who achieve distinction and 
are chosen by destiny to be rulersof men. But 
forthe unoffending President ofa peaceful 
Republic to be ruthlessly shot down in an 
unguarded moment by an irresponsible vaga- 
bend, whose act was causeless, cruel and 
inconceivable to any but a diseased mind, is 
so monstrous and so unnatural as to fill the 
very world with sorrow. There will be no 
heart upon the face’of the civilized earth that 
will not be touched to pity by the story of 
President GARFIELD’s taking-off. There is 
no political party in the United States to-dav 
—all citizens are mourners. It will be the 
duty of the Nation to perpetuate his memory 
and care amply for those near and dear to 
him who are left behind. 

As a political opponent of Mr. GARFIELD we 
can speak of him, we believe, with thorough 
justice. He wasin himself a rare example 
of what a man of intellect and fixedness of 
purpose can accomplish under this great po- 
iitical system of ours. From an humble canal- 
boy, with surroundings of the most depress- 
ing character, he lifted himself to the head of 
the Republic, and if his life had been spared 
we believe that he would have left a proud 
record—one that would have given him 
a conspicuous position upon the roll of 
our Chief Magistrates. He was a” good 
citizen, a most worthy soldier and a 
Man equal to every situation of life in 
which destiny placed him. His public acts 
and speeches ail denote intellect of a fine or- 
der, and it can be truthfully said thatin his 
public and social views he was broader and 
more liberal than the majority of the leaders 
of his party. He was true to duty as he un- 
derstood it and was more faithful and sin- 
cere in his convictions than the majority 
of men given to _ political life. There 
were episodes in his public career which 
were not creditable to his_ integrity, 
perhaps, but they were due lather to cir- 
cumstances and surroundings than to anv 
moral defect. Whatever the past may have 
been, We Sincerely believe Mr. GARFIELD 
entered the White House with a determina- 
tion to serve the whole country faithfully. 
He carried with him no animosities and no 
disposition to nurse the hatreds which had 
estranged the sections. He started with a 
policy which we believe would have grown 
broader all the while. To a dispassionate 
observer he made a mistake in the outset in 
alienating a section of bis political friends 
and developing the factional quarrel of his 
party, buttime alone could have tested the 
wisdom of his course. 

The effect of the death of the VDresident 
upon the country will be saddening in the 
extreme, but there will be no such serious 
derangement of affairs as would have follow- 
ed his taking off on the day of the assassina- 
tion. For seventy-nine.days the country has 
been ip suspense, as the tearful story of 
agony, suffering, fluctuating hope and gloom 
came hourly from the President’s bedside, 
but for more than a month the death 
of the Chief Magistrate has been fully 
discounted. There was a moment when the 
country would have looked with awe upon 
the ascension of Mr. ARTHURto the Presi- 
dency. It had been taught to distrust him, 
and had the President died on the 2nd of 
July there would have been a revolutionary 
sentiment inthe land, pending the adjust- 
ment of the sober second thought of the peo- 
ple. To-day he assumes the functions 0, 
the great office and all 1s peaceful and hope- 
ful. During the trying hours of the 
past two months he has borne himself 
with praiseworthy dignity and fortitude and 
rare good judgment. The country has cause 
to respect him. He bas careful and experi- 
enced advisers and he appreciates the dis- 
tressing circumstances which have made him 
President. He will do nothing of 2 hasty, in- 


| considerate or reprehensible character, we 


feel certain, and we shall be greatly disap- | 


pointed if his Administration does not prove 
a creditable one in every respect. It isthe 
duty of every good citizen to invest the new 
President with confidence and to hope for the 
best. 

We part with President GARFIELD with a 
sorrow that 1s poignant and heartfelt. The 
grief that we feel reposes in every human 
bosom to-day and words can neither miti- 
gate it nor portray it. Butno single life is 
necessary to the welfare of our Republic. So 
wisely is our system adjusted, so thoroughly 
is all power retained in the hands of the peo- 
ple themselves, that the Executive passes 
away and is succeeded without a jar being 
felt. In the language of Mr. GARFIELD him- 
self on the occasion of the assassination of 
President Lincoln, “God reigns and the 
Government still lives in Wasbington.”

and rivers which contribute thetr waters to 
the infant Mississippi. The varidus theories 
and stories heard from his Indian guides were 
considered as clues and faithfully followed up 
untiltheirtruth or talsity wes ascertained. 
success at length crowned his la- 
bors, for a beautiful lake was 
found above Itaska andin the direct line of 
the course ot the river below Itaska, which 
proved to be the farthest water—the extreme 
head of the mighty Mississippi. The lake, 
which the members of the expedition unuani- 
mously voted to call Lake Glazier, in honor of 
their leader, is xbouta miteanda halfin di 
ameter, With clearand beautiful water, fed 
by springs, and altogether one of the prettiest 
lakes of its size in Minnesotu. Its head istwo 
miles and a quarter from Itaska, and the 
stream which flows from it into the latter lake 
is quite rapid, though so narrow that one can 
easily step across it. 

In making these explorations Capt. #Gla- 
zier was actuated solely by a désire to add to 
the geographical knowledge of the country, 
and, no doubt,he will receive the credit he de- 
serves when the matter has,been acted upon 
by the geographical societies.

The Nation in Mourning—Public Opin- 


ion—-Latest News by Telegraph. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ELBERON, September 20.—After seventy- 
nine days of agony the President has died. 
His last moments were peaceful and almost 
painless, and after the racking torture which 
he has suffered death must have been to him 
a blessed relief. At6o’clock yesterday after- 
noon the unfavorable symptoms of the day 
had bettered President Garfield, and he 
coughed more easily and his mind 
was clear, and singularly enough 
he expressed the conviction that he 
was not going to die. Still none of the attend- 
ants at the bedside felt any real hope. They 
believed that at the best the evil dav might be 
delaved. From that hour until 10 there was 
no change inthe case. A crowd of people had 
colleeted in the neighborhood of the Franck- 
lyn Cottage, but they gradually tired out and 
only a few were there when a messenger came 
out hurriedly for Dr. Boynton. He had only 


time to say, ‘*‘The President is 
sinking rapidly,’’ before he disap 
peared into the house. Within the 


house Dr. Bliss had taken the President’s 
pulse at 10 o0’clock, and found itthen 106. In 
reply to a question, the dying man said he 
was not feeling at ali uncomtortable, and im- 
mediately afterwards fell asleep. The Doctor 
then went to hisown room, Cols. Swaim and 
Rockwell alone remaining with the President. 
At fifteen minutes past 10 he awoke and told 
Col. Swaim he was suffering great pain, at the 
same time putting his hand over his heart. 
The watchers at once started up and notified 
Bliss, who pronounced the President 
dying as soon as he discovered 
that the pulse and the action of the heart were 
almost indistinguishable. Mrs. Gartield and 
the family were at once called to the death- 
bed, and the scene following was touching in 
the extreme. The lady threw herself down by 
the couch, clasping one of her husband’s 
handsin her own, and remained in that atti- 
tude tillthe end. The dying President was in 
a state of semi-consciousness, but his mind 
wandered. He thought he was at home 
in Mentor, and the disjointed phrases 
which _ fell from his lips indicated 
that he was living over again the days of his 
boyhood. He spoke of his mother andyhis wife, 
and his talk was as though he had shaken off 
the great weight which has been pressing 
upon him and was at peace andrest. The 
familv preserved perfect silence around the 
bed, and he had been dead some minutes be- 
fore either Mrs. Garfield or the children knew 
it. He passed peacefully away at thirty-five 
minutes afterten. As soon as dissolution oc- 
curred Col. Rockwellled Mrs. Garfield away 
to herown room. She did not cry or make 
any violent outbreak of grief, .but 
seemed to bedazed. Up toa late hour last 
night she had fully believed that her husband 
would not die andshe seemed hardly to un- 
derstand the event. The immediate cause of 
death was supposed to be neuralgia of the 
heart, caused bythe formation ot a clot of 
blood within that organ. Shortly after the 
President died the Cabinet was 
called together, and, after some 
consultation, at 12:25 a.m.a dispatch was sent 
to Gen. Arthur informing him of the Presi- 
dent’s death and advising him to take the 
oath of office withoutdelay. Dispatches were 
also sent to’Secretary Blaine and Secretary 
Lincoln, and the foreign representatives of the 
Government were notified by cable of the na- 
tional disaster. 


Arthur Takes the Oath, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch.

THE ASSASSINATION’. 


History of the President’s Case From the 
Day of the Shooting. 

President Garfield was shot at 9:20 a.m. On 
Saturday, July 2, inthe station of the Balti- 
more and Potomac Railway, at Washington 
where he was about to take the train for Long 
Branch. tle had been accompanied 
to the depot bY secretary Blaine, 
and the two were walking armin arm to the 
depot when Guiteau fired the shot. he as- 
sassin had previously driven up in a hack and 
was Waiting for the President. Ile fired two 
shots, the tatal bullet entering the President’s 
back tothe rightof the spine, between the 
tenth and eleventh ribs, fracturing the lat- 
ter, passing torward and downward and 
lcinwinthe po.terior muscles of the wall 
abdomen, The President fell as 
<con as the shot was fired, and imme- 
secretary Biaine, Postmester James, 
Secretary Windom and others clustered around 
him. Ife was piaced Oona mattress and soon 
atterwards taken tothe White House, when 
his condition was discovered to be very seri- 
ous. The assassin was immediately arrested, 
and though desperate attempis were made to 
lynch him, he was safely lodged in the Dis- 
trict Jail. 

The murderous wretch declared when he fired 
that he was a Stalwart andhad killed Gartield 
thut Arthur might become President. He was 
most determined inthe act and tired twice, 
the second ball simply grazing the victim's 
arm. lIieresisted arrest, but afterwards de- 
ciated thatthe only sorrow he had was that 
the President was not dead. No motive has 
ever been discovered for the act, save the in- 
sune assertions stated above. 

The tollowingis asummary of the impor- 
tant stages und crises inthe President’s con- 
dition since the day he was struck down. 


When he had been removed to the White 
Hiouse ufter the shooting, Drs. 
Bliss, Woodward, Huntingdon, hey- 
burn, Townsend, Barnes, Walsh and 
others were summoned around him. 


Dr. Biiss at first declared the wounda safe 
one, but at6 p. m. he had so far lost hope that 
he said tothe President, *‘You have just one 
chance ofjrecovery.’’ Mrs. Garfield, who had 
been telegrapded for to Elberon, N. J., ar- 
rived atthat hour, and found the President 
very feeble. At * p. m. his pulse 
was 140, and he was _.§$ still weaker. 
Ats o'clock it had run up to 150, and his phy- 
sicians declared that he could not live two 
hours. Befere 10 p. m., however, be had be- 
gun to rally, his pulse had fallen to 128, and at 
midnight hopes of recovery began to been 
tertained. 

Monday July 4.—The change of the pre- 
vious night continued during this day, and 
towards evening the pulse beat had fallen to 
16 and Dr. Bliss was entirely contident of a 
successful issue. Symptoms of tympanites, 
however, set in, and the case began again to 
grow extremely critical. 

Tuesday, July 5.—Dr. Agnew, an eminent 
Philadelphia physician, Came to Washington 
tor consultation, and declared that while the 
wound was dangerous it was not necessarily 
fatal. Dr. Hamilton, who had been tele- 
graphed for to New York, expressed a like 
opinion. The President took nourishment 
during the day,and his condition was still con- 
sidered favorable. Several physicians left 
the case, and Drs. Bliss, Woodward, 
Barnes and Reyburn remained in charge. 

July 6tol2 the sick man’s case progressed 
very favorably. The cooling apparatus which 
was put into the room worked admirably. 
The President was kept under the influence of 
Opiates, but was doing well. On the latter 
day his pulse ran up to 108, but soon fell down 
to the vicinity of 1/0. 

Monday, July 18—The President continued to 
steadily improve and was so well that on this 
day he sat up in bed and celled for beef- 
sceak and Oat-meal gruel. All the physcisians 
were very confident, 

July 23—Thez President, who had been doing 
very well fora week, experienced a sudden 
relapse on this day, the nrst since the shoot- 
ing. His pulse suddenly ranfrom 8 to 130 and 
the physicians, who betore declared him sure 
to recover, became very much alarmed. Dr. 
Agnew and Hamilton, who were telegraphed 
for, declared thatthe change was due to an 
and opstruction that prevented the tlow of the 
pns from the wound. 

Sunday, Julv 24.—The unfavorable condi- 
tions continuing, Agnew and Hamilton decided 
that an artificial passage must be made for 
the pus trom the wound. A cut was made by 
Dr. Agnew just below the wound, and a drain- 
age tube inserted, from which the discharge 
nowed freely. A change for the better soon 
setin. 

Tuesday, July 26.—Another chill and rlsein 
tempperature occurred, giving acheck to the 
pus flow.

pulse, buriied to the nearest points where 
the news could be obtained. By midnight 
the avenue was thronged, while thousands 
vathered about the newspaper and teleyraph 


ofiices. Soon after the announcement was 
received fire bells were tolled 
and several cbureh bells sent out 
their sad reguiems upon the stili 


midnight air. The bell of All Souls Caureh, 
the oldest bell in the citv, and which has 
tolled for every President since Madison, 
was the first to announce in this way 
the sad tidings of a nation’s bereavement. 
All night long dense crowds surged: up and 
down the avenue with the sombre air and 
messured pace of funeral processions. 
To-day an unwonted stillness pervades the 
city, and a grief that cannot find expression 
in words seems pictured upon every face, 
All public buildirgs along the entire 
length of the avenue ae draped in biack, 
and thousands of stores, offices and 
private dwellings throughout this city and 
Georgetown are being similarly arrayed.

How Guiteau Received the News. 

WASHINGTON, September 20.—Warden 
Crocker visited Guiteau in his cell this morn- 
ing and gives the following account of the 
interview: “When ‘I entered the 
eell, after the usual’ morning greeting 


Guiteau’s question to me was ‘How 1s the 
President?’ I replied I did not know. I 
answered him thus in order to find out if he 
had gained the knowledge of his death. 
Guiteau replied: ‘You ought to know; 


have you not read the morn- 
ing papers?’ I said that I had 


but eouid not rely on the various statements 
in the newspapers. He then said he had felt 
very anxious about the President the past few 
days and he feared that he was nearing his 
end. I then informed him, watching his ex- 
pression carefully, that the President was 


dead. Heinstantly sank down on his bed 
and appeared very much agitated. 
After remaining in this position 
for a few. momerts, he arose 


and paced the floor, muttering something to 
himself asif praving. He then inquired at 
what time be had died, #nd after being 
informed, said that he was glad the President 
had at last been relieved from his sufferings, 
he would not have committed 
tte deed if be bad Known that he was to suf- 
ferashe did. Guiteau did not appear so 
nervous and alarmed as { sup- 
posed he would when the - news 
was broken to him, andIdo not think he 
knew the President was dead until I so in- 
formed him. At least he says he did not.” 

He doesnot manifest any increased fear 
this morning, but he has been in constant 
dread all along that he would be dealt with 
by 2a mob,and earnestly prays that we will 
protect him.”

THE PRESIDENT’S LAST HOURS, 
Svecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONG BRANCH, September 20.—Among the 
lastineidents ofthe dying hours are these: 
rhe last rigor or chill had just passed. The 
Vresident fell asleep, and although his 
Hulse was still beating about 120, 
yet his temperature hadj not decreased more 
thana tenthof a degree or so below the 
normal point. He awoke in about a 
minute and said to Dr. Bliss, 
**Doctor, I feel very comfortable, but I also 
feel dreadfully weak. I wish you would give 
me the hand-glass and let me look at my- 
self.’ Gen. Swaim said “Oh no, 
don’t do that, General; see 
if you cannot get some sleep.’’ **Ii want to see 
myself,’’ the President replied. Mrs. Gar- 
field then gave him. the glass. He had 
it in a position which enabled him to 
see his face. Mrs. Garfield. Dr. Bliss. Dr. 
Agnew, Gen. Swaimand Dr. Boynton stood 
around the bed saying not a word, but look- 
ing at the President. He studied the reflection 
of his own features. At length he wearily 
let the glass fall upon the counterpane, and 
with asigh said to Mrs. Garfield, ‘‘Crete, | 
do not see how it is that a man who 100KS as 
well as Ido should be so dreadfully weak.”’ 
In a moment or.two he asked for his daugh- 
ter Mollie. They told him she would come 
to see bim later in the day. He said, 
however, that he wanted to see her at once. 
Thereupon Gen. Rockwell went to the bench 
where Miss Mollie was sitting with Miss 
Rockwell and told her that her father want- 
ed to see -her. When the child 
went into the room she kissed her father and 
told him thatshe was gladto see that he 
was looking _ 80 much better. 
He ssid, “You think I do look 
better, Mollie.” She said, ‘I do, papa,”’ and 
then she took a chairand sat near the foot 
of the bed. A moment or 
two after Dr. Boynton noticed she 
was swaying in the chairs. §He slipped up to 
her, but before he could reach her she had 
fallen into a dead faint. In falling her face 
struck against the bedpost, and when they 
raised her from the floor, she was not only 
unconscious, but also bleeding from the con- 
cussion she had received. She was carried 
out where she could get a fresh breeze from 
the ocean,and after restoratives were applied 
speedily recovered. The room was close, the 
windows were closed and Miss Mollie has 
not been very well,and these causes combined 
with anxiety induced the fainting fit. Tne 
President, they thougnt, had not noticed 
what happened to his pet chiid, for he seem- 
edto have sunkinto the stupor which has 
characterized his condition much of the 
time, but when Dr. soynton came 
back into the room he was astonished to hear 
the President say, ‘*Poor little Mollie. she 
fellhike a log; What was tbe matter’”’ 
ney assured the President that 
the fainting fit was caused by the closeness 
of the room and that she was quiterecovered. 
He sank into astupor orsileep which lasted 
until the noon examination. This stupor was 
not a healthy sleep. The President frequently 
muttered and rolled and tossed his head upon 
the pillow.

AROUND THE DEATH-BED. 

NEW YORK, September 20.—The Times’ 
Long Branch special says the following per- 
sons were present when the President 
breathed his jtast: Drs. Bliss and Agnew, 
Mrs. Garfield and her daughter Mollie, Col. 
Rockwell, J. Cc. Rockwell, Gen. Swaim, Dr. 
Bovnton, Private Secretarv J.Staniey Brown, 
Mrs. and Miss Rockwell, Executive Secretary 
Warren Young, H.L. Atchison, Jno. Ricker, 
S. Lancaster and Dan’! Spriggs, attendants, 
the last named colored. Mrs. Garfield sat 
in a chair shaking convulsively, and with 
tears pouring down her cheeks, but uttering 
nosound. After awhile she arose,and taking 
hold of her dead husband’s arm smoothed 
itupand down. Poor little Mollie threw 
herself upon her father’s shoulder on the 
other side of the bed and sobbed as if her 
heart would break. Everybody else 
was weeping slightly. At mid- 
night Mrs. Garfield was asked whether 
she would Jike to have anything done, and 
whether she desired to have the body taken 
to Washington. Shereplied she could not 
decide until she became more composed. 
Attorney-General MacVeagh was the fir-t 
member of the Cabinet to get the news. He 
ran bareheaded through the darkness, across 
the lawn from his cottage to Fraucklyn Cot- 
tage, followed by his wife; and the first dis- 
pateh of sympathy received came from Gen. 
Arthur. . 

DEATH CAME QUICKLY. 

NEW YORK, September 20.—The Herald’s 
postscript has the following: The death-bed 
scene of the President was a peculiarly sad 
and impressive one. As soonas the doctors 
felt there was no longer hope, the members 
of the family assembled. Dr. Bliss stood at 
the head of the bed, his hand on the pulse of 
the patient, and consulted in low whispers 
with Dr. Agnew. The Private Secretary 
stood on the opposite side of 
the bed with Mrs. Garfield at 
the bedside, she at times leaning on his 
arm. Lulu Roekwell and Miss Moliie Gar- 
field came into the room at the time the Pres- 
ident lost cousciousness. Afterward they 
went into the hall, the doorof which re- 
mained open, and waited there. What con- 
versation was had was conducted in whis- 
pers. Those about the bed occasionally went 
to the corners of the room and spoke to each 
other. The solemnity of the occasion 
fully impressed itself upon them. 
There was no sound heard except the gasp- 
ing for breath of the sufferer, whose chang- 
ing color gave indications of the near ap- 
proach of the end. After he had repeated 
‘Tt hurts,” he passed into a state of uncon- 
sciousness, breathing heavily at times and 
then giving a slightindication that breath 
was stillin his body. The only treatment 
that was. given was hypodermic  injec- 
tions of brandy by Dr. Agnew, assisted 
by Dr. Boynton, and occasionally they spoke 
with Dr. Bliss in quiet whispers. The Presi- 
ent suffered no pain after the time he placed 
his hand upon bis heart. He passed away 
almost quietly. The line between life and 
death was marked by no physical exhibition 
nor any word. There was absolutely no 
scene. Theintervals between the gaspings 
became longer and presently there there was 
nosound. Every one knew death had come 
quickly, without pain. When it became ev- 
ident that he was dead Mrs. Rockwell placed 
her arm around Mrs. Garfield and led her 
quietly fromthe room. She uttered no word. 
One by one the spectators left the 
scene, the doctors only remaining in 
the room and the windows were closed.

NEW YORK, September 20.—The prepara- 
tions forthe removal of the effects of the 
Presidential party are beginning.

Pri- 
vate Secretary Brown says the extreme ema- 
ciation of the President was a surprise 
{io the undertaker and  embalm- 
er.

Dr. Boynton gives the following account of 
the death scene: “He had been sleeping 
quietly until about fifteen miuutes before 
his death. I stepped into the 
room to examine is pulse and 
found it had grown a little weaker, but not 
alarming: so I remarked to Gen. Swaim 
that his pulse had grown weaker, but 
not dangerously weak. The President said 
toSwaim. ‘Oh, Swaim, what a terrible pain 
I have here!’ and he placed his band upon 
bis breast over the heart. The doctors and 
members of the family had = by 
that time gathered and I and 
the colored man stood at the door, There 
was scarcely a perceptible movement any- 
where on the sufferer’s features. and 
no movement of the limbs. His 
grew less frequent. Dr. Agnew bent over 
bim andexamined his pulse. He found no 
pulse. I put my ear down to _ his 
beart, but discovered no pulsation. Mrs. 
Garfield placed her hand upon his chest, 
partly bending over him until after he died. 
All of us sat there a little while, and 
then we left the room. The first 
time that Mrs. Garfield broke down in tears 
was when she was left at the door of her 
room. She _ returned in half an 
hour, and remained with her hus- 
band tii 2 a. m.

THE PRESIDENT’S MOTHER. 

CLEVELAND, September 20.— When the dis- 
patch conveying the intelligence of the demise 
reached Hiram, the President’s mother was 
sleeping. No one had the heart to waken her 
to break the crushing news. Not till this 
morning did she learn the dreadful truth. 

GRANDMA GARFIELD. 

CLEVELAND, September 20.—A Herald 
special from Solon says that the news wus 
broken to Grandma Garfield about 9 o’clock 
this morning. At first she was very 
much shocked, but soon came _ to 
and talked calmly. She said, ‘‘It 
was probably all for the best ifthe peop e 
were ready to receive it.’’ Then, she 
said, ‘*Itis not possible that my son James is 
dead. Idonot wantto live any longer. I 
will soon be witb him.” 

GARFIELD’S LIFE INSURANCE. 

WASHINGTON, September 20.—-District 
Attorney Corkhill says there is no foundation 
for the rumors that Guiteau will be taken to 
New Jersey for trial. There is plenty of law 
here to cover his case and that Guiteau will 
be tried in Washington. 

The manager here of the Equitable Insur- 
ance Companv of New York says President 
Garfield had $25,000 life insurance. 

QUEEN VICTORIA’S SYMPATHY. 

LONDON, September 20.—The Queen has 
telegraphed to Loweil, American Minister, 
as follows: With deep grief ] 
and my children learn the sad 
but not unexpected news of the fatal termi- 
nation of the sufferings of the lresident. 
His loss is a great misfortune. I have learn- 
ed with deep sorrow that the President has 
passed away. 

The Prince of Wales telegraphs Lowell: 
The Princess and myself beg you to offer our 
sincere condolence to Mrs. Garfield. 

Earl Granville, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, telegraphs Lowell: 
“T am deep.y grieved.’’ He has senta cable 
message to Washington directing the Secre- 
tary of State to assure Mrs. Garfield and the 
Government oi the grief with which the Eng- 
lish Government received the announcement. 
Parliament not sitting prevents it from giving 
formal expression to the sorrow and sympathy 
universally felt, which is deepeaed by the 
courage and dignity displayed by the suf- 
ferer. 

A meetingof Americansin London under 
the ausyices of the American  legation 
will be bela as soon a3 proper 
arrangements are mide. Accounts 
continue to arrive of manifestations of 
sympathy in provinces of England and Ire- 
land, particularly at Cork, in consequence of 
its intimate connection with Ameri- 
can shippipg interests. The bells 
of Chester Cathedral were tolled, and also 
those of some of the churches in the west end 
of London. The evening papers publish 
sympathetic biographies of the late President.

NEW YORK, September 20.—At 10 o’clock 
the throngs injthe vicinity of Gen. Arthur’s 
house had materially increased.

It is 
a soldier’s submission with which we 
bow in sorrow, with the common country, at 
its shrine, whereon is laid one more martyr 
President. Comrade Garfield came to the 
head of the nation in the _ tuliness 
of a glorious omannood, crown- 
ing a brilliant service, not only in 
statesmanship, but upon the ftield, where he 
shared with us the camp and the battle. He 
was a member of the Department of the Po- 
tomac, and has ever been among the proud- 
est, and staunchest, and the truest in his love 
forthe Grand Army of the Republic. As 
we have been proud toshare his comrade- 
ship, so will we be to joi in perpetuating his 
memory. In recognition of the great loss 
our organization has sustained, the soldiers 
of the posts of this department will be suit- 
ably draped in mourning, and the same worn 
by the post and staff officers on duty for the 
period of sixty days. It is suggested that

LONDON, September 20.—In London the 
opinion to be heard expressed by all classes 
in conversations on the streets, on railway 
trains and at places of public resort is that 
the death of President Garfield is doubly sad 
after the gallant struggle for life. The bal- 
conies of the American Exchange are drap- 
ed in black, and flags which adorn many 
places of business in the West Endof the 
city are displayed at half-mast. A Liverpool 
correspondent telegraphs the announement 
of the death of the President was received 
there with universal expressions of profound 
regret. Special editions ofthe papers pub- 
lisbed with heavy mourning borders. Flags 
aut half-mast on the town hall,on alarge 
number of public and private buildings and 
oa the shipping. 

IN BROCKLYN. 

BROOKLYN, N. Y., September 20.—News 
of the President’s death reached Brooklyn 
last night before many of the citizens bad 
retired to bed, and, although it was looked 
for, vet it was received with surprise, prob- 
ably from the = fact it was not 
positively indicated in the official bulletin 
that the end was near. Many citizens did 
notretire, and from midnight to daylight 
newsboys were shouting their extras. This 
morning the Hall, Court-house, mu- 
nicipal buildings, and all other 
public buildings, as well as 
many private dwellings, were: draped in 
mourning. Stores along Fulton, Court, and 
Atlantic streets, Myrtle avenue and other 
thoroughfares were also heavily draped in 
mourning and business is almost suspended. 
The President’s sufferings and death form 
the only subject of discussion. 

POSTPONED.

BOSTON, September 20.—Mayor Prince nas 
called a special meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen and City Council for the purpose of 
taking appropriate action upon the death of 
the President. 


GOTHAM’S GRIEF. 

NEW YORK, September 20.—The streets are 

comparatively deserted. People are walking 
about in a listless manner. Bnsiness is not 
thought of. Attention is devoted entirely to 
the biack-bordered newspaper sheets which 
may be seen in everybody’s hands. Around 
the newspaper offices crowds are gathered 
waiting for further details. 
Words of heartfelt feeling for the dead suf- 
ferer, of sympathy for the bereft family 
mingle with bitterterms of hatred for the 
cruel assassin, Whose dastardly work is now 
accomplished. All over the city house- 
keepers are at werk draping their houses 
with mourning weeds. The flags on the 
public buildings, banking institutions, news- 
paper offices and other buildings are at 
half-mast, and preparations are making for 
affixing festoons of mourning to the cornices 
and windows. Inthebay and on the river 
vessels bave their colors at half-mast. The 
city is buriedin grief, heartfelt, spontane- 
ous and genuine. The Pohce Courts 
adjourned early to-day, as did also 
the General Sessions Court. Preparations are 
being made todrape them all in mourning.

Defending the Nihilists. 
Frem the New York Sun. 

A Russian whose name was announced as 
William Frey lectured before the Manhattan 
Liberal Club in Science Hall last night, on 
‘*Nibilism in Russia Mr. Frey said that he 
was formerly in the coast survey oflice in Rus- 
sia; that he came to this country thirteén 
years ago,and has been engaged near St.Louis 
asa printerand as afarmer. While not claim- 
ing to be a Nihilist, and declaring that he dis- 
approved their methods and would probably 
be considered by them as a traitor, he said 
that nevertheless he had left Russia because he 
did not wish to become a Nihllist. 

The lecturer reviewed the history of Russia 
under the government of Nicaolas and Alex- 
ander ll., and enumerated the aggravations 
which, he said, had compelled the Nihilist 
movement. In the course of his address he 
said that the so-called reformsgot the Czar were 
shams and thatthe proof wus evident in the 
necessity for a standing army to carry them 
into effect. He saidtuatthe effort to punish 
the vast body of the people for the acts of a 
few was what caused the spread of Nihilism., 
He regarded the assassination of the Czar as 
an act of despair aroused by the intense suf- 
ferings of an outraged people. He could not 
see why the nation that honored Mazzini 
and khossuth should disgrace itself by ex 
traditing Hartmann. While favoriag other 
inethods than those of the Nihilists, he yet 
admired and respected the Nihilists for the 
earnestness of their convictions and the mor- 
ality of their conduct. It must be admitted, 
he said, that the Nihilists had killed one 
tyrant and imprisoned another. He believed 
that the best way t> get rid of Nihilists was to 
get rid of the causes that produced them. At 
present, he said, the Nihilists are the true 
repre sentatives of the Russian people, and, 
unless Alexander takes wereene: there will 
yet be a terrible explosion of the Russtan peo- 


ple. ‘*We may shudder atthe coming disas- 
ter,’’ he said, ‘‘but none of us must blame the 
Nihilist. Whenthe boiler explodes, ruining 


property and killing men, nobody blames the 
stenm for being condensed bevond the en- 
durance of the boiler. If you wish to blame 
anybody, blamethe manwho attends te the 
machinery.’’
